’ HUDSON’S GOLDEN GEM APPLE 


The original tree was found by Mr. A. D. Hudson in a fence row thicket about 12 years ago. 


Apple is large and conical in shape with long stem and has hung on the tree until Christmas ; not 
inclined to windfall. The unique feature of this apple is: it has a pear skin and color, rich russet 


as the Bosc Pear. It has an exceptionally fine flavor and is long keeping. Tree is a thrifty grower.

CORVALLIS (NEW PEACH) 


This new peach comes to us from D. M. Johns of 
of Corvallis, Mr. Johns stating that a Doctor 
Alexander planted the seedling sixty-five years 
ago at Corvallis, therefore, we consider “Corval- 
lis” to be an appropriate name for it. The fruit 
is very large and globular, a yellow freestone, 
ripening just after J. H. Hale. We feel that the 
great merit of this peach is its large size, beauti- 
ful coloring and the fact that it colors up bril- 
liantly while still firm and solid, which should 
make it a very valuable shipping variety, for it 
will stand a lot of handling without being bruised 
or discolored. (Patent applied for.) 


GOLDEN JUBILEE (4) A development 


of the New Jersey 
Experimental Station. Planted and producing in 
every peach producing section of the United 


States and Canada and stands without an equal \ 


as an early, yellow, freestone peach of excep- 
tional quality. The Golden Jubilee is a second 
generation seedling of the Elberta crossed with 
the Greeu.s.oro. The tree is unusually hardy. 
The buds resist low Winter temperatures better 
than Elberta and open later than Elberta insures 
a regular crop. The blossoms are self-fertile. The 
peach is medium to large size and firm. From 
observation we find that the peach develops 
bettér if a well balanced fertilizer is used and in 
the lighter sandy soils of the Southern Peach 
producing areas where Jubilee is inclined to set 
too heavy a crop, better fruit is obtained by thin- 
ning the fruit on the tree. As the tree grows 
older the fruit becomes firmer and develops 
more naturally. NO GENERAL PLANTING OF 
PEACHES IS COMPLETE WITHOUT A LIB- 
ERAL AMOUNT OF GOLDEN JUBILEE TREES.

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PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


PLANTING SEASON—Stock should not be planted until dormant in the fall nor after growth 
starts in the spring. Under ordinary weather conditions therefore our digging and shipping 
season begins in late October and continues until early May, the winters generally being suf fi- 
ciently mild to permit safe handling of nursery stock, with but few short interruptions. Early 


fall planting is preferable as a rule as roots form all winter and stock is ready to grow as soon 
as warm weather begins. : Tah 


It is advisable to order early, as a better selection and more complete assortment can be had.

Care of Trees On Arrival 


In case you do not immediately plant the trees, it will be well to heal them in, namely, to 
bury the roots in the ground to keep them fresh and from being frozen.’ 

In doing this dig a trench long enough and wide enough to hold the trees you have; cut 
the bottom string on the bunches, place them in the trench, spreading the trees so as to have the 
dirt worked in, leaving no exposed places. The tree should NOT be laid down at an angle of 45 
degrees, but should be stood straight up, for a lot of nursery stock is injured by being healed-in 
in a reclining position, for many times the dirt from the trench is left under the trees which are 
close to the ground. This dirt is still warm, or warm enough to make the sap in the trees active 
and if there should be frosty weather in a short time after the trees have been healed-in in a 
reclining position the sap will be frozen, resulting in soured sap and a lasting injury to the tree 
and you will also be writing in to the nursery that the stock was diseased, etc.,.when the cause 
was really wrong methods of healing-in. We do not mean to infer that to heal-in in a reclining posi- 
tion will always result in damage, but do mean to infer that you are flirting with disaster, if it 
is done. Be sure and bury the roots. 

In Planting: Do not plant too deep, the same depth as they were originally, you can tell 
this by the ground line on the trees. where they grew in the nursery. This may be determined 
by the color of the bark above the roots, showing where the ground line came. Have the holes 
wide enough so as to hold the roots without crowding. Tramp well after a couple of inches of 
dirt have been put in, etc., until the hole is filled up, leaving the top dirt without being tramped. 
In late spring planting, if a bucket of water could be thrown in when the hole is half filled with 
dirt it would be very beneficial. ; 

Do not plant or expose the roots when it is freezing. That is, do not start planting frosty 
mornings or until it starts to thaw, and do not leave the trees you have not planted during the 
day outside and take a chance on it freezing until you start planting again the next morning. For 
if the exposed roots are caught in a frost, the chances are that they will not grow and you might 
think you had been swindled by your nurseryman, while it would only be through your own 
negligence in not taking care of the trees during planting operations.

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Winter Injury 


Weather conditions have killed and injured more fruit trees than all other causes com- 
bined. We consider the most dangerous season of the year to be in very early spring when we 
have bright, warm sunny days, followed by frosty nights, the warm rays of the run starts the 
sap on the south sides of the trees. These clear days of February and early March are followed 
by frosty nights, the frost clinging to the bark chills the freshly risen sap, which soon becomes 
sour, often bursting the bark on the south sides of the trees and causing a gum-like substance 
to issue forth. This is soured sap, caused by thawing and freezing and may be prevented to 
some extent by shading the south sides of the young trees with a board or shake. These should 
be 5 inches wide, 31-2 feet high, 1-2 to 1 inch thick, sharpened at one end and driven into 
the ground about 6 inches from the tree, always on the south side so as to keep the sun rays 
from starting the sap prematurely, These protectors should be used for the first three years, 
after which the bark on the trees will have become thicker and will better withstand the sud- 
den changes of temperature. The protectors may be removed during the summer months, or 
after danger of frosts is over. Sweet Cherry, Apricots and Peaches are the most easily affected. 
However, no harm will be done if the protectors are used on all young fruit trees. 


The Oregon Agricultural College advises a liberal coat of whitewash as a protection for 
orchard trees through the winter. This may be applied on the larger limbs as well as the body, 
but in young trees would suggest that you also use the board or shakes in order to keep the sun 
off of the south sides, for we are certain that the premature action of the sap, caused by the sun 
is the start of the damage caused by the freezing that follows. By using both the whitewash 
and the boards, one would have double protection. :

FILBERTS 


Filbert growing is commencing to be one of the biggest industries in the Tualatin and Wil- 
lamette Valley. They have proven to be an exceptionally fine success. Tualatin Valley Nurseries 
have a new planting of their own of 50 acres. There is something over 3500 trees in this planting. 
We only lost about 6 trees out of this large amount. This proves that Tualatin Nursery stock 
will give 100% satisfaction. Many of our large growers have planted as many as a thousand trees 
without any loss on account of the quality trees. Many of the growers plant their orchards at 
various distances ranging all the way from 18 to 25 ft. If you have a deep rich soil, we advise 
planting them a little farther apart. On soils that are shallow and not so rich, it will be satisfac- 
tory to crowd them a little closer. The average orchards are planted 20 fect. This takes 108 
trees to the acre. In planting always remember that you place a pollenizer, one tree to 9. In other’ 
words you put a pollenizer every third tree in every third row. Use Duchilly and Daviana. 
We advise one Duchilly then have the next pollenizer a Daviana, then a Duchilly again, 
etc. This way you can see that there will be a pollenizer against every one of the Barcelonas. The 
Barcelonas are by far the most profitable as they are heavier producers and are self-husking. The 
Barcelona is a round type nut. The Duchilly,one of the pollenizing variety is oblong nut 
bringing about two cents per pound more on the market. They do not bear quite so heavy and do 
not self-husk themselves. In other words the ccst of harvesting would be more. The Daviana 
is a small round nut but is a wonderful flavored nut, but it is worth less on the market than 
any of the others. We advise to always put in a few as pollenizers anyway. 

Filberts can be grown successfully on most any kind of soil, although the hill soil or any 
soil that is sandy or shot loam, that is well-drained is best. We have known them to grow in 
quite wet places and will do reasonably well but they are much less profitable on that kind of 
ground. They will grow as far north as the Canadian line on the West coast. We have sold 
several small orders east of the mountains in Idahu, Eastern Oregon, Eastern Washington, 
Montana and as far as we know they will thrive quite well but may not be quite as profitable 
as on the west coast. Any growers deciding to plant in those districts we would advise not to go 
too heavy but plan only for an acre or two. We are sure that they would not lose by doing so. 
They will also do quite well in northern California where weather is not too hot in the summer. 

There are also two other varieties of filberts which we grow, as you will notice, they are 
listed in our catalog. If there is any further information you would like regarding the filbert 
growing, kindlyeget in touch with us. 

We can safely say that our filbert tree stock is the highest class that you possibly can get 
as to productiveness, health and vigorous growing. Our own orchard of 50 acres will 
easily prove that if you are only in the market for 3 or 4 filbert trees, we believe that you could 
get by, by ordering just one of the pollinizers, either Duchilly or Daviana.

In presenting these instructions to our patrons, 
we would earnestly request that they give the 
most careful attention to the details. They have 
been compiled with a view of making them as 
simple as possible. Having fulfilled our part of 
the contract by delivering first-class stock in 
good condition, with full instructions how to care 
for it, the fault is not ours if any of our custo- 
mers should lose a portion of their stock. Exper- 
ience has taught us that purchasers frequently 
lose Nurery stock through neglect; and we have 
taken the precaution to send a copy of our Trans- 
planting Directions to every customer, so that 
none may claim that they do not know how to 
plant and care for their stock. 

We guarantee to deliver the stock in good con- 
dition, and could we plant and care for it for the 
first three months, would willingly insure the 
growth of every tree and shrub sent out. We 
seldom lose a plant, even during the summer 
for fall delivery, and the stock is out of the 
sround for many weeks. Anything that is culti- 
vated in the earth cannot live without nourish- 
ment and care. : 


CARE OF STOCK 

The bundles should be opened immediately, 
the roots dipped in water, then heeled in moist 
ground, so that the mellow earth will come in 
contact with the roots and thoroughly protect 
them from the air, having the earth tramped 
solid about them. 

When ready to plant take up only a few at a 
time, puddle the roots, and do not allow them 
to lie exposed to the sun or air. 

The ground should be carefully prepared by 
deep plowing and firming down with a disc and 
harrow. 

PLANTING 

The holes for planting must be large enough 
to receive the roots freely, without cramping or 
bending them from their natural position. All 
broken or mutilated portions of the roots must 
be cut off so as to leave the ends smooth and 
sound. All trees should be planted no deeper 
than they stood in the nursery row; pack the 
soil very firmly about the roots by tramping with 
the feet or post tamper,, being careful not to 
bark or break the roots. Leave as a mulch. If 
the ground is very dry apply one to two pails 
of water before this soil mulch is in place, and 
after the water has soaked away it can then be 
placed over the moist soil. Never put manure 
so as to come in contact with the roots of any 
plant or tree. 

PRUNING 

Apple and Pear—Select from three to five of 
the branches to form the permanent head of the 
tree. These branches should be well distributed 
around the trunk, and at a safe distance apart 
up and down the trunk. If two branches come 
out, one exactly opposite the other, forming a 
crotch, a split may occur at this weak point in 
later life when the tree is full of fruit. Shorten 
these selected branches to about five buds, cut- 
ting the branches just above a bud that pointa 
outward. Remove all the other branches, leaving 
no stub longer than one-eighth to one-quarter 
inch. Also shorten back two-thirds the central 
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leader of the tree. if one exists, else the tree as- 
sumes a too upright growth for best results in 
later life. 

Peach—tThese should be planted immediately 
on delivery; or, if not prepared to do so, the roots 
should be buried in the ground. They will not 
stand exposure to the sun and air, and many are 
lost simply for the want of care. As soon as plant- 
ed, cut back all side branches to within two or 
three inches of the main stem. Make this the 
invariable practice, and never deviate from it if 
you wish to save your trees. The growth will be 
much more rapid and vigorous in consequence of 
this pruning, and by strictly adhering to it, and 
by immediate planting or covering the roots in 
the soil, very few, if any, trees will be lost. 
Peaches like all other stock we deliver, will be 
in fine condition, having been carefully handled 
Prune 1-year apple, pear, cherry, prune, apricot, 
plums same way as this peach. Most 1-year trees 
do not have branches—wherever you cut a 1-year 

tree it will form limbs and make branches.

Prune l-year Apple, Pear, Cherry, Prune, Apricot, 
Plums same way as this Peach. Most 1-year trees 
do not have branches—wherever you cut a 1-year 
tree it will form limbs and make branches.

If planting a few trees for home use, no need pruning quite as heavy as picture above. 


Grapes—tThese should be planted ten to twelve 
inches deep in holes large enough to admit roots 
without curling them, pressing soil solid about 
roots. Cut vines back to within three or four 
buds of the roots. Keep the ground clean by cul- 
tivating; if impossible to cultivate, mulch. Prune 
in February or early March, before there are any 
signs of new growth—hence the importance of 
annual and intelligent pruning. 

Apples, Pears, Prunes, Plums, Apricots, etc.— 
Follow same pruning instructions as peaches. 


FALL PLANTING 


When set in autumn, a mound of earth must be 
raised about the trees. This is very essent- 


ial, as it keeps them from being swayed by the. 


winds or thrown out by the frost during the 


winter. It should be removed in the spring. 
In sections where the winters are extremely 


severe, trees procured in the fall can be best cared 
for by covering the roots with earth during the 
winter and planting them in the spring. 

To insure success, select a spot where no water 
will stand during the winter, having no grass 


near to invite mice. Dig a trench deep enough to 
admit one layer of roots, and sloping enough to 
permit the tree to lie at an angle of not more 
than 30 degrees with the ground. Having placed 
one end of the roots in this trench, cover them 


SPECIAL NOTICE ON SPRAYING PEACH 
TREES—Be sure to follow very carefully the 
Spray program on peach trees. Our advice is, 
apply your first spray of 4-4-50 Bordeaux the 
latter part of October. The second spray of 
4-4-50 Bordeaux applied the 15th of December. 
Be sure to use a spreader. Apply your third 
spray of Lime and Sulphur, 9 parts of water, 1 
part liquid sulphur, applied the Ist of February. 
Be sure to follow these three sprays very care- 
fully and see to it that it stays on, If you spray 
and the first rain washes it off, you have not done 
a very god job, and in that case we would sug- 
gest to spray again immediately. Do not leave 
your peach trees uncovered with spray during the 
winter months. A good spreader usually makes 
the spray material stick on, even though you have 
a lot of rain.

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with mellow earth extending well up on the tree 
and see that this is firmly packed. Then add an- 
other layers of trees, overlapping the first contin- 
uing as at first until they are all heeled in. As 
soon as this is done, cover the tops so with ever- 
green boughs that they will be thoroughly pro- 
tected from winds. 


SPRAYING 


There are four distinct types of troubles to 
combat, i. e.: Chewing insects, sucking insects, 
scale insects and fungous diseases. Chewing in- 
sects are controlled with a stomach poison, some 
form of arsenic (lead arsenate), sucking insects 
(lice or aphids) by body contact poison (nico- 
tine), or miscible oil (kerosene, emulsion), and 
fungous diseases by lime-sulphur solution or 
Bordeaux mixture. Be sure you know what you 
are spraying for, since arsenate of lead will not 
control lice or aphids, nor will nicotine or kero- 
sene emulsion control apple worms, and neither 
of these will have any effect on apple scab or 
other fungous diseases. Lime-sulphur is used as 
a dormant spray for scale, insects and also for 
fungus. In spraying the apple, keep in mind the 


two. main apple troubles, the codling Moth and 
apple scab, and, in controlling these, most other 
troubles are immediately controlled. Lead arsen- 
ate and lime-sulphur or Bordeaux mixture are 
the sprays to use. For further information write
